The old five-twenties, it will be observed, 
are selling at the rate of one per cent, above 
those of the new bonds. The principal 
reason for the preference given to the old 
bonds is, j>erhaps, to be found in the fact 
that they are so well known abroad lhat 
foreign brokers refuse to regard the new 
bonda as a good delivery. Another reason 
doubtless is that tbe old bonds are almost 
all in the hands of iiiTestors, and being 
thus absorbed, and firmly held, rmrj few 

find their way into tbfl market for sale. 
The supply being thus i Mtricted, while the 
demand is increasing, the price of oat tra s 
has a tendency to rise. 

The new li've-tweutii s, on the contrary, 
are largely hold at present by capitalists 
who have bought them in large quantities 
to sell again at a profit. The supply is con- 
sequently kept fully adequate, and is some- 
limes iu temporary danger of exceeding 
the demand, ldsoos tho price Is rather de- 
pressed. It i«, hoar ever, important for in- 
vestors to remember thai the new ilv»- 
iwenties, though at present the cheaper 
securities, are intrinsically more valuable 
than are the old bonds. And this in two res- 
peeia: First, the new bonds oiler a longer 
investment -they have two years longer to 
run, falling due in lssj, while the old bonds 
tail duo in lssJ; and, s ec o ndly, tho law ex- 
pressly promises that the principal of the 
uew bonds shall bo redeemed in «q>ecie, 
M bile there is yet no positive Stipulation as 
to specie redemption in regard to the old 
bonds. I n< lor the influence of these and 
similar considerations, the live-twenties 
will hereafter be expected to rise in popular 
favor. — [ New York Evening 1'os.t.

Eor this fiscal year the returns first pub- 
lished by the Treasury Department omitted 
to take account of tho exportation at the 
Southern ports which refused to make re- 
turns for three quartan of that year, aud 
the quantity is therefore imperfectly given 
at but 3')7,.'d<i,10n pounds. This first and 
imperfect statement is still constantly 
quoted by those who attempt to undervalue 
the resources of the country, although a 
subsequent treasury statement corrected 
the account of ex»>orts of cotton to the fol- 
lowing figures:

In ease* 
where the Secretary of War, or the General 
commanding the trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment, shall U> unatile to procure taM say. 
vices of slaves by hiring them, then it shall 
be lawful to order tie ir impressment; pro- 
videuYthat «du\es so impressed shall receive 
the same clothing and rations allowed to 
slaves hind from their owners. And in the 
event of their lo-* ur death, in the manner 
or from the causes above stated, their value 
shall be paid, as iu the case of slaves hired 
from their owners; lhat iu such impress- 
ment not more than one in every five male 
slaves, within the said ages of eightewu and 
forty-live years, shall be taken from any 
one owner, if .-aid slaves are etuploved by 
said owner or his lessee in agricultural or 
mechanical pursuits." 

This proviso, taken in connection with 
the sweeping couscripttou of white men to 
serve in the army, is characteristic of tho 
utter meanness, selfishness, and tyranny of 
the slaveholding class. A poor white man 
may be the only prop and support of a wife 
and ten children, and yet the rebel athori- 
ties remorselessly reiruire him to go into 
the army and risk his life for slavery. if 
any of his sons have arrived al the age of 
seventeen, they too are dragged from their 
homes and put into the front of the buttle. 
If father and sons perish, the weeping wife 
and mother, and the helpless littlw ones .u 
home, receive no coinpen-ation for their 
irreparable loss. They must beg or starve, 
or resort to shameful prostitution for the 
wretched means of eking out existence. Hut 
the slaveholders and their families belong to 
a superior race. They must mot be subjected 
to hardships and inconveniences. Thecou- 
scriptors must not take more than one out 
of five able-bodied male slaves between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-live years, frotu 



it bad cost a doubtful peerage at one end of 
the social scale, and far more than a doubt- 
ful pauperism at the other. 

The question in England which would 
not be put to sleep, he said, was that of free 
suffrage; and incidentally he made the fol- 
lowing allusion to 

Tin: Httfl Of slavkio. 

"Eor thirty years past the statesmen of 
the l'nited States have voted the negm to 
be a very great nuisance. They could not 
talk about him, aud they swore each to si- 
lence. The negro's business was to grow 
rice, sugar, and cotton, and not to give 
trouble to Congress, so they determined to 
bag that question; and they congratulated 
themselves that it was buried. Hut now 
you see the North and the South engaged in 
deadly eon flic t, and tho negro standing 
forth before the world, rubbing the marks 
of the branding iron from his forehead, 
while the shackles which have so long op- 
pressed him are dropping from his limbs, 
and he is every day becoming more and 
more a free man." [Cheers.] 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Bright went 
on to expose in detail the tyranny of the re- 
strictions upon the right of suffrage in Eng- 
land, and again drew an illustration from I 
America, as follows: 

I'RKE KUANCHISK. 

"In the State of New York alone seven 
hundred thousand men voted at the last 
Presidential election, ami throughout the 
whole of the free States not less than four 
millions of votes were given with the moat 
perfect order and tranquillity. < >ur oppo- 
nents may ssiy, look at tho legislative n- 
sults of ibis Wide extension Of the franchise.

The proposition for a modification of our 
judicial system, liefore the I.egisl-tture, 
ought to command the public attention. 
The bills presented to the lower House at 
the last session, are : 

1st. To establish a Couit of Common 
Pleas for Jefferson c •unty. 

2d. To increase the number of terms of 
the Jefferson Circuit durt from three to six 
per annum; and 

3d. To recon vey to the Circuit Court the 
jurisdiction of the City Court iu cases of 
misdemeanor. 

The Circuit Court has original jurisdic- 
tion of all matters, both in law and equity 
of which jurisdiction is not by law esclu- 
.sirrl,/ delegated to some other tribunal. Its 
equitable an^ chancery jurisdiction is vest- 
ed in the Louisville Chancery Court. It is 
now proposed to confer all its civil jurisdic- 
tion land part of that of the Ctmnty Court,; 
on the Court of Common Pleas. This 
Court, meeting from four to six times per 
annum, will try civil causes alone; and it 
is contended that this will greatly facilitate 
all matters of legislation that TH Nfllll it. 

The City Com t of Louisville has the orig- 
inal jurisdiction ol the Mayor's Court, is a 
Court of Record, and has concurrent juris- 
diction with the Circuit Court of all pleas 
of the Commonwealth except felouy. The

Particulars of the Fire iu Philadelphia. 

PHir.ADKi.ru ia, Feb. S. — The lire here 
this morning originated in Hlackburn .V 
Co. 's sheds for storing refined oil in bond.

The oil which escaped from 
the burning barrels poured over into Ninth 
street and down to Federal, Idling the en- 
tire street with a lake of lire and igniting 
the houses upon both sides of Ninth street 
for two squares, and carrying destruction

shore and below Ninth street. 

Fully th e equares of houses, had they 
been placed in a row, were on lire at once. 
The scene was one to make the stoutest 
heart fail. Men, women, and children were 
I III lull J IP— if a alive in the streets, ('apt. 
Jtis. II. Ware who occupied a dwelling in 
that vicinity, with his wife, live daughters 
and two sons, met with a Bad misfortune. 
They all succeeded in getting into the 
street from the house just as they left their 
bed-, but mournful to relate, found them- 
selves in a river of lire, and the family be- 
came mattered. 

Mrs. Ware had her youngest chile, a 
beautiful little girl, iu her arms and was 
endeavoring to save her. She fell, when 
herself and little chi'd, and another daugh- 
ter, about 18 yean of age, were burned to 
death in the street, and their bodies were 
so horribly mutilated that they can only be 
identified by the peculiar ciniinixtuneo 
surrounding* them. Cant. Ware and two 
sons eeeaped. but t lire • .laughters arc miss- 
ing. Six bodies, in all, have thus far been 
recovered. Three of t hem hat B been recog- 
nized as belonging to the Ware family. 
Another one of the I .'>< 1 ies is supposed to OS 
that of Jem— Qibboaa. There is also the 
body of a boy, not yet recogni/.ed, and that 
of a liremau. It is thought that several 
o'i.er petaona have perished and that there 
are bodies still in tho ruins.

You 
will bear in mind that Genera] Sherman 
came through the heart of Georgia, and for 
a breadth of forty miles dest roved every 
bale of cottou, all the gins and gin houses, 
took every mule and horse, and nearly ali 
their hogs, cattle, Ac., a. id destroyed most 
of the implements of agriculture. "As to the 
future of the South, in relation to trade, it 
is immediately very gloomy. There will 
be very little cotton planted the coming 
spring, as, even if we are likelv to get peace 
it w ill be too late for that. True, the plant- 
ers are about all out ol debt, having paid 
them off with a currency worth from five 
to fifty cents on the dollar at the time of 
payment, but they have little cotton and 
nothing else to buy with, and few are 
worthy of credit.

The object of the proposed change is to 
organize for Louisville au effective criminal 
court, holding its sessions every sixty days, 
for the trial ol all offenses from murder 
down to assault. It is thought that this 
can be accomplished w ithout any additional 
expense to the city, aud with the increase- of 
only one officer. The clerk of the Circuit 
w ill act as clerk of the Common Pleas; the 
sheriff of the county will be executive of 
both courts; and it is believed that the sav- 
ing in jail fees will pay the salary of the 
.) udge of ( 'oniinon Pleas, and save the Stale 
thousands of dollars beside. At each term 
of the Circuit Court there are not less than 
a hundred and fifty persons in jail, at an 
expense to the State of fitly cents per diem. 
The organization of a criminal court that 
will o|>erate as a jail delivery six times a 
year, commends itself to our humanity as 
a praiseworthy object. 

It is not right to view this matter solely 
as a quarrel for fees. If the proposed alter- 
ations will systemize and simplify the 
work of the courts, it is good; if not, it is 
bad. A few dollars more or less in the 
po. ket of this or that official is a trifle in 
view of the public interest. In these days, 
when almost every man aud every organi- 
Bettea pursues ■ specialty, the benefit of 
concurrent jurisdiction is somewhat ques- 
tionable. "Mankind," says a French phi- 
losopher, "progress from the complex to 
the simple, and simplicity is always perfec- 
tion." Perhaps! 

One poiut alone ought to induce a careful 
consideration of this subject; it is the entire 
unanimity of the Judiciary Committee in 
recommending the passage of the bills. 
Judge Marshall, of this city, is the Chair- 
man, and his associates are M. M. Heuton, 
J. F. Hell, Richard Rrowne, Mr. Lowrv, of 
Todd. Richard Hanson, and Harry Ward. 
Such an array of legal talent may bo wrong; 
but its opinion is entitled to deferential 
consideration. 





Wilmington. 

There has been much said about tho evac- 
uation of Wilmington, and it has been fre- 
qucntlv reported that the troops under Ter- 
ry would soon have possession of it, but we 
have no idea that such w ill lie the ease soon 
w ithout a severe and bloody battle. Nor, 
on the otluy hand, do we believe that Terry 
w ill attempt its capture. The poit of Wil- 
mington is now effectually closed, aud this 
is sufficient for all practical purposes. 
When the time comes for Sherman to use 
Wilmington for a base of supplies, the ad- 
of his army will very soon cause the 
occupying it to abandon it. To 
to take it now would be a useless 
of life. The advantages to be ob- 
tained would uot pay the cost of the enter- 
prise. So long as things stand as at present 
the rebels are deprived of the use of the 
troops defending the city for service else- 
where, and when doubtless they could do 
our cause more injury. The division or 
more of troops now garrisoning Wilming- 
ton could operate with far more effective- 
ness if added to the force under Hardee, 
now operating to oppose the march of Sher- 
man northward. The endeavor to hold too 
many poiuts has been the great fault in 
rebel strategy lately, and they don't 
to learn by experience. Hence we think 
that Wilmington will be held to the last by 
the rebels, and, so far as any attempt to 
them by the troops at Fort Fisher, 
it.

Mt TiLATEit Postal Ci rrkncv.— -There 
is a rule of the Post-office Department 
which prohibits clerks at the post-onVe 
from receiving torn or mutilated notes for 
jxistage stamps, etc., which is perhaps too 
strictly carried out. Unless mutilated be- 
yond a certain limit, torn or defaced notes 
cannot be legally refused. Postmasters are 
obliged to receive all Treasury notes for 
stamps or postage if clearly genuine, no 
matter how torn or defaced thej' may be, 
provided that one-twentieth part thereof be 
not missing— and fractional currency, ii 
not oue-touth part l>e mis»ing. Such note* 
and currency received as are unlit to reissue 
should be kept separate and distinct, and 
returned as occasion requires lo the Treas- 
ury of the I nited States, Washington, in 
sums not less that three dollars, to be ex- 
changed for new. 

Cot -ntlukeit riHIHl Note. —A new 
nud dangerous counterfeit is now afloat. Ii 
i- an < xa.-t fmtkHKt of the fluft Treasury 
notes issued under the act of February, 
1862, and is so well executed that trood 
judges might bo deceived by it. I'pou close- 
examination, however, the fraud may be 
esisily detected. The spurious note i> 
smaller than the genuine one, and the col- 
oring on the back is paler and less distinct 
than on the genuine bill. The words "one 
hundred dollars - ' on the light baud side wt 
the counterfeit are smaller than on the gen- 
uine note, and the lettering around the 
margin is also different. < >ur business men 
should la- on the lookout for these notes.

Hero they had erect- 
ed breastworks, but were quickly driven 
from them. 

They however kept up a running fire 
from the woods till about five o'clock, when 
they made a most determined stand along 
tho line, and evidently expected to break 
through. The M Division of the Gth Corps 
had crossed the run just previous, anel part 
of them became somewdiat demoralized, 
but soon rallied and aided in driving the 
enemy back. Two wagons of ammunition 
wore on the way when tho stampede com- 
menced. Shortly after an attack was made 
near the Armstrong House on the .'Jd Divi- 
sion, but tho enemy were repulsed with loss. 

The 6th corps is believed to have lost from 
300 to ;">00 men. The enemy's loss is esti- 
mated as much heavier than ours, owing to 
the fact that they were the attacking par:v. 

( Jen. Meade w as present on the field all 
day, but not woundetl as was at first re- 
ported. Some of his staff had narrow e\s- 
capes. 

The 1st brigade, 2d division, of tho 2d 
corps iu speiken ot as having particularly 
distinguished itself during lhe fight. Bre- 
vet Brigadier General Winthrop, its com- 
mander, had two horses shot. 

Brevet Brigadier General Irwin Oregg, 
commanding a brigade of cavalry, was 
■rounded while engaging the enemy early 
in the day. Oeneral Davis was also wound- 
ed severely in tho shoulder. Major Tre- 
main, of Oregg's staff, was badly wounded 
iu the foot, and Calonel Brand was wound- 
ed in tho hand. 

Brevet Oen. Morris, commandingJd Brig, 
Sd Division fish Corps, wouuded in the 
shoulder; Capt. Cawdry, A. A. (i. on Bax- 
ter's stall', mortally wounded. About 158 
prisoners woro taken, anioni; whom was 
Col. Allen of the 24th North Carolina, for- 
merly of the 12th U. S. regulars. 

Tho coarespondent captured yesterday 
was Mr. Truly of the Herald. He was 
feeding his horse at the time (ien. Webb's 
headquarters was captured by some rebel 
cavalry prow ling in the vicinity. 

This peaty subsequently came in conflict 
with our men in a slight skirmish, during 
Which the correspondent escaped.
